tually Meiding in the Northwest 
Tervitories, and who have for the 
period of one year prior to such pass- 
ing been in actual practice of physic, 
surgery, midwifery, etc, and who 

ossess a medical degree, diploma or 

icense frown any University or Col- 
lege inthe United Stites of America, 
whose curriculum demands at least 
two years attendance at medical and 
surgical lecturvs, provided such Uni- 
versity or College authorized by law 
to grant such degree or diploma be 
allowed to register under the pre- 
sent Ordinance.” 

Mr. Perley said there was an exe 
‘cellent ioctor in his pace (Wolseley) 
who held a deploma from New York 
city. That bill would prevent him 
praticing under his deploma, and he 
considered it a hardship. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Judge Richardson asked was Mr, 
Perley’s friend a naturalized British 
subject. The reason he asked the 
question was because in the United 
States British subjects were required 
to become naturalized American citi- 
zens befure they were allowed to 
practice medicine and surgery, He 
thought it was right that they should 
pass a similar law here, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Hayter Ried, assistant In- 
dian commissioner, asked to bealluwe 
ed to reply to Mr, Jackson's false 
assertions regarding himself (Mr. 
Reed), Mr. Jackson’s accusations 
were based on mere rumor, and his 
speech on the Address in’ reply 
clearly showed an animuson the 
part of the hon member for Qu’Ap- 
pelle against the Indian Depart. 
ment. Mr. Jackson was ineonsis- 
tent. What were called “rumors” 
on Friday evening were afterwards 
withdrawn, but ast night they 
were termed “facts.” He denied that 
Biz Bear had used the words alleged 
to have beenspoken by him atthe 
Carlton pow-wow, and lauyhed at 
the idea of Indians telling their 
designs at a pow-wow, That show- 
ed how little Mr, Jackson knew of 
Indian matters, The Crooked Lake 
Indians, reported to have been starv- 
ed, were an idle) bandof outsiders 
under “Yellow Calf,” who, instead 
of working for their rations, depond- 
ed on others for their support. 
When Col Herehmer took the rings 
leaders prisoners he found 820 on 
one starving Indian, and Yellow 
Calf had twenty bays of flour at the 
mill, These were Mr. Jackson's 
“starvine” Indians. Mr, Reed read 
the report of Mr, A. Macdonald, In- 
dian Agent, showing that the flour 
supplied the Crooked Lake Indians 
was “No, 1 supertine,” not the “nud 
flour” spoken of im the “ramor,” and 
the pork supplied them was of the 
best quality, not the “rotton pork” 
alluded to by Mr. Jackson, If 
rumaers were believed he could give 
®yUmor not very creditable to the 
hon, member for Qu'Appelle,

On section 2, which provides for 
the appointment of a board of edu- 
cation, consisting of five members, 
two Roman Cathotics and two 
Protestants, with the Lieut-Gov- 
ernor as chairman, coming up, Judge 
Rouleau proposed two seprate boards, 
each ty have control of the schools 


of its own denomination; each 
denomination could issue its owm 
series of books, etc. 

Mr Perley strongly opposed 


Judge Rouleau’s amendment on the 
ground that the public money 
should only be expended in educat- 
ing children in those branches which 
should materi lly advance them in 
the civil pursuits of life. While 
the law did compel them to have 
separate schools aud that the board 
of education should be composed of 
an equal numb r of Irotestants and 
Catholics it did not follow’ they 
should have separate boards for the 
internal management of ths Edu- 
cation Department. He believed 
the best interest of the country 
would be served by the teaching of 
certain branches to all—a system of 
national education open to public 
inspection. Igthe case of purely 
Catholic districts a part ofthe day 
could be devored to the teaching of 
public doctrines. He contended 
that one board of education issuing 
one get of school books, and contro |- 
inga common staff of inspectors 
would best advance the intellectual 
greatness and true moral ind+penil- 
ence of a free and enlivhtened 
peoule, (fear, hear.)
